Beirut f B AL KIFAH today prints tho full text of a 
new manifoeto issued by the M Tho Pàlestlno Arab Youth 
Aseooiation in Lebanon w attaeking Hajj Afflin el Huseelni 
and the Higher Sxeoutivo eommitteo for Palestlne, The ma- 
nifesto saye in partt- 

Tftp "The Oovernmont of the UAR oalled to a 

meeting held in Oairo on May 5 f 1959# a limited «roup of 
Paleetinian leadere to prepare and organize the /new/ 
etatue for Paleetlnian rofugeos* This meetlng was held 
in presenoe of offioial UAR reprosontativoe* Tho Highor * 
Sxooutivo eommitteo was reproeontod by three mombors — 

Hajj Amin ol Htieeelnl, Mohamod Munlf ol Hueeeini and Iehaq 
Darwish el Husseini. The All-Palestine Oovernment wae 
represented by two othors — Ahmed Hil^y (Pasha) and 
Sholkh Sabry ol Abidy. Thore wore also nine ropreeentatl- 
voe from tho Oaza sootor, and fivo from the two provinoee 
of tbo UAH." 

The aanifosto saye pnrpose of the meeting was to 
appoint a Preparatory Oommittoe. 3Ua£ 0 8ti°ns put forth 
by tho repreeontativee of the UAH ealled for a eeriee of 
movoe to be earriod out by tho Palostiniane. Thoy wore 
to aek the Arab League to aek Arab etates in tum 1. To 
set up eaoh ono of them a epooial dopartmont to handle 
Arab refugee affairej 2. To join in a genoral eonforoneo 
at higher lovol to ooordinato the morganization of tho 
Paloetlno rofugooe. 

HuBBQini|s Obstraotionsi n It appoared from the very 
firet minuto that Hajj Auln el Hu 880 ini, who was epoaking 
both in be*ri.f of tho Higher ^zoentivo Oomoittoo and of 
the All-Palestino Uovommont f wae opposod to tho appoint- 
ment of the .iforosald eomoittoe. Ho produced a momorandum 
in that respeot f insieting that tho Higher Executivo Oomm- 
ittee and tho All-Palestino Oovornment were tho solo legal 
ropresentati voe of all Paloetino and of all tho Paloetino 
refugooet Any now organization f h'; contondod f had to bo 
derivod from thoso two organizatione cxclusivoly. He doman- 
ded instead that the Highor 2 x ooutivo Gommittoe be onlar- 
ged and that tho All-Palostino Oovommont bo eupportod 
finaneially 

n At the same timc f othor menbore insistod that the 
propoeod new organization would be a final step forward 
in preparation for tho eoming battlo. it had nothing to 
do with jobs. It wae tho sole moane of gathoring all the 
rofugees and of mobilieing thoir eapabilities for the 
battle, Hajj Amin and hie eoopanione would not ehango thoir 
former views. n 

Tho manif^sto says that anothor neeting wae hold for 
the eamo purpoeo on May 18, 1959. Hnjj Amin did not attend. 
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Hone of tho earlier aombere of the Highor £zeoutìve and of 
the All-Paloetino Govornmont as a mattor of faot oame to 
the aooting, Thoy olaimod they were too buay oleowhere f 4 
delegatod eix other momborB to attond the meeting for theau 
Theee nere Smile Ghouri , Hnssa Abu '1 0aud 9 Hohamed Baeeam 
Hannoun f for the Higher 2xeoutivo$ Jamal Arafat, Mahmoud 
Hajm, íiyad el Khatoob, for tho Paloetino Oovornment* The 
nev mombore adopted oxaotly tho same atand as the former. 
Tho manifoeto oonoludodei- 

"Haith in tho "That was tho atand taken by tho 

Highor Bxooutive CoaQixteo at the aootinge of the propare- 
tory committoo f at i tino when tho maseee of tho refugeee 
in all lande and particularly in Lebanon wero fully eupp- 
orting f with onthueiaem and awakoning f tho rovolutionary 
roorganization of tho Paleetino etatue« That ie bocause 
the rcfugeoe have faith in tho faot that thle roorganiza- 
tion is a primary pre-roquieito for victory f and beoauee 
they have faith in tho TJAR ae tho loador of their etrugglo 
for the reoovery of tho ueurpod fathorland," 

In conolueion the manifeato ealls upon all rofugeea 
to support the new organization eponeored by the UAB f ag- 
ain beoause it ie the point of doparture for the rooovory 
of Palostino and to turn away from deviationiets, euch aa 
HajJ Amln and his group.
